not to avail ourselves of the forced or unre- 
quited labor of others. He who renders the 
service is to receive a fair equivalent ; that is, 
he is to receive what is worth as much to him 
as the labor is; and he in whose behalf the 
service is rendered is to bestow on the labor- 
eras much as the service rendered is worth 
to him. 

Now, it is not true, in the system of slave- 
ry anywhere, that it is contemplated that a 
fair equivalent shall be rendered to the slave 
for the service which he performs. It is pre- 
sumed, in the very nature of the system, that 
the master shall receive from the toil of the 
individual slave, or from his slaves collective- 
ly, so much more than he gives to them for 
their work, as to be sufficient to free him from 
the necessity of toil, and to enable him, so far 
as that is concerned, to live in indolence. It 
is not true that an equivalent is paid to the 
slave. What he receives is not what he 
would be willing to contract to do the work 
for. It is not what freemen receive for in 
same amount of work. No one can pre 
that the coarse raiment, and the hard fare, 
and the rude cottages, and the scanty furni- 
ture, and the implied pledge of medical at- 
tendance in sickness, and of support in old 
age, can be any proper equivalent for the ser- 
vice which a slave renders. It is not what 
any freeman would contract to do the work 
for. Ifit were an equivalent, the whole sys- 
tem would be unprofitable, and must soon 
come to an end. 

As long, therefore, as slavery exists in any 
community, it is a standing violation of these 

epts of the New Testament, and an hon- 
est application of these precepts would at once 
bring the system to an end.

Religion in Hayti continued.—Peculiarity here of the Cath- 
olie religion.—Superstitions.—Morals of the people.— 
Se anger Anata te ot Coriatin’ 
Degrading influence of Romanism on Hayti. 

The Haytien Catholics refuse any alle- 
giance whatever to the Pope of Rome. They 
evidently regard the Papal authority as op- 
posed to their national and civil liberty ; and, 
in consistency with their republican princi- 
ples, they allow of no arch-bishops, bishops, 
deans, or other church dignitaries, save the 
single order of priests ; and of the appointing 
or deposing of these, the President himself 
claims the right and power. The Roman 
Catholic religion is, therefore, not only re- 
cognized by the government as the State re- 
ligion, but, to the chagrin and regret of the 
priests, it is subject to legislative regulations 
and executive authority. Protestantism has 
thus one decided advantage over Romanism, 
for entire toleration is granted; and with the 
internal regulations of Protestant churches, 
and the conduct of their ministers, there is 
no governmental interference. Indeed, gov- 
ernment seems to be aware of the mercenary 
character of the Catholic priests, and to be 
disposed to guard. against their abuses by 
special regulations; while they have abun- 
dant, and, we believe, satisfactory evidence 
that the Protestant missionaries are, honest 
and useful men. There are no taxes or 
forced: contributions for the support of the 
priesthood, or the national religion. Every 
dollar devoted to this purpose is paid for 
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to prevent the exaction of too exorbitant fees 
by the priests, the amount to be demanded 
for each separate service is regulated by law. 
For instance, the prescribed fee for a baptism 
is half a.dollar, but no one is obliged to have 
his child baptized. For a common mass, 
the fee is thirty-seven and a half cents, but 
if any one is so wicked as to: choose to live 
without masses, the fee cannot be exacted. 
At the death of some member of a wealthy 
family, a grand funeral is desired, and sixty 
dollars are paid for the service, sixty dollars 
for high mass, agd sixty more for the inter- 
ment., The bereaved family have, in return, 
all the bells, and ‘the chants, and the huge 
silver crucifix, and they are satisfied. But 
were a family indisposed ta seek respectabil- 
ity, or benefit the dead by such displays, 
they would have perfect liberty to bury their 
deceased member in the public cemetery 
without the intervention of the priest, and 
without any payment of fees to either church 
or state. More liberal arrangements could 
not be asked; the voluntary principle in re- 
ligion is thus fully recognized; and this is 
one circumstance of no small account to 
Protestants contemplating Hayti as a field of 
missionary labor. 

The superstitions of the Haytiens are not 
confined to those which are peculiar to the 
Romish church. All the holy days and re- 
ligious festivals of Rome are observed, but to 
these, in many parts of the island, are added 
certain heathen rites imported from Africa. 
Among these are religious dances of the 
most exciting and astounding character.— 
Persons become perfectly insane, and so re- 
plete with nervous energy that they run up 
trees, and leap from place to place like wild 
animals. There are some still who worship 
heathen deities. Even Picrot, who was at 
the head of the army, and who, before Riche 
came into power, assumed the reins of gov- 
ernment, is said to have been a worshipper 
of snakes! He was, however, far more ig- 
norant than his colleagues. Many of the 
officers of State are men of liberal education, 
and as enlightened on the subject of religion, 
perhaps, as most of the statesmen of Europe 
and America. 

To the influence of the religion of Hayti 
on the morals of the people, we have already 
adverted. The Sabbath is the great business 
day of the week to the middle and lower 
classes, while the rich employ it as a _holi- 
day. It is the day especially devoted to 
military parade and to marketing. The pub- 
lic squares are crowded with buyers and sell- 
ers, and all the shops are thronged as on no 
other day of the week, with customer3.— 
The marriage relation is, for the most part, 
sustained without a marriage contract, and 
divorce and polygamy are too common to 
excite attention. The faithful husband of 
one wife is a character so rare as to be a 
marked ‘exception to the general rule.’ The 

° President has several wives—one at Cape 
Haytien, it is said, to whom he has been law- 
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fully married, and whom he acknowledges 


and supports, though he seldom sees her. 
His wives in Port au Prince réside in differ 
ent parts of the town, and are said to be sev- 
erally proud of their share in his attentions.

Such is the religion of Hayti, and such 
are its fruits. What a change would be 
wrought by the prevalence of a pure, reno- 
vating and elevating Christianity! The 
Haytiens are a susceptible people, and have 
more intelligence and refinement of manners 
than we should suppose could possibly co- 
exist with such a state of morals; and they 
are as religiously inclined as the people of 
any country on the globe. Give them the 
gospel—instil its principles into their minds 
—secure their obedience to its precepts,— 
and how soon would the desolate isle be glad ! 
—the waste become an Eden! True Chris- 
tianity—the religion of Protestants, promul- 
gated by competent teachers and exemplified 
by holy lives, with education, can make this 
a prosperous and happy people. But nothing 
else can do it. Nature gives them every ad- 
vantage in vain. The strength of a free peo- 
ple lies in their intelligence and virtue.— 
Bind the Haytiens by the love of their own 
hearts, to the Christian Sabbath, to family 
union, to national and: personal virtue, as the 
only passports to respectability and peace,— 
and every department of society would indi- 
cate a glorious change. There would liter- 
ally be no want, for the climate and soil only 
require an intelligent and honest industry, 
to render them prolific sources of wealth and 
enjoyment. 

We cannot express the grief and indigna- 
tion we have repeatedly felt, looking on the 
numberless signs of ignorance and supersti- 
tion with which this land abounds, and re- 
flecting on the vast moral power possessed by 
the priests, if they chose to employ it.— 
Would they renounce their vices, awake to 
the spiritual and social condition of the peo- 
ple, and begin both to do and to teach those 
things which the Saviour did and taught,— 
would they open their mouths to instruct, ad- 
monish, and, so far as possible, reform the 
people,—establishing character on the basis 
of the Christian system as revealed in the 
New Testament,—what incalculable good 
might they accomplish! What great and 
happy changes might be effected in Hayti! 
With the ordinary blessings of Heaven on 
wisely directed effort, they could hardly fail 
to achieve a far more glorious revolution than 
even that which worked out the nation’s 
emancipation. And it would be a . peaceful, 
a bloodless revolution. But instead of this, 
the Romish priests will be found, we appre- 
hend, to be the most serious obstacles in the 
way. of the country’s advancement. They 
are said to be averse, even, to the education 
of the people. They carefully prevent the 
induction of natives into the holy office.— 
Says Mr. Candler, who visited the island in 
1840, ‘ The priests from Europe have suc- 
ceeded in keeping the common people in 
bonds of the grossest superstition, and have 
made them believe, to adopt a phrase in com- 
Ueored bap Elin WAP nae aetce Phe” emote 
‘ments of this hypocritical priesthood, it seems, 
must be sacredly secured against Haytien in- 
fringement; they belong exclusively to for- 
eigners,---many of whom, when they have 
acquired a competence or a fortune, return to 
Europe to expend and enjoy it! 

It is our purpose, in another letter, to show 
what Protestants have done, and what: they 
are encouraged to do, to give to this country 
a pure Christianity, and the countless bless- 
ings which follow in its train. 





The Perils of False Doctrine. 


It has become common among us, and no 
doubt is a needful work, to rouse attention 
and excite sympathy in view of the physi- 
cal sufferings and exposures of men. But with 
reference to all this class of appeals, it may 
be said,‘ This ought ye to have done, but 
not to leave the other undone.’ In other 
words, there should be a vigilance among us 
that looks out for the soul, as well as the 
body. If a man were seen in the act of ad- 
ministering a poison that would quickly send 
its power to paralyze, or to kill, through all 
the veins of the system, who would not has- 
ten to stay his hand? If an individual were 
seen to go daily or weekly to the fountain 
that supplies a city or neighborhood, and 
there cast in a deadly drug, who would not 
apprise the inhabitants of the pending dan- 
ger? If. principles form the moral aliment 
of the community, and causes are at work to 
poison these in their fountain, why, we ask, 
should not all classes be warned of the perils 
which, in these causes, lurk around them ? 

“We think it manifest that these perils are 
at this moment imminent and special. There 
is, we know, a proclaimed decline among us 
of the sect who deny the cardinal doctrine of

form is true. But how is it seen to be so? 


cay of false religion, While Unitarianism, 
so called, has to some extent declined, Uni- 
versalism and various forms of infidelity have 
at the same time increased. The former 
system, in going ‘to seed,’ as was years ago 
predicted, is. now proving what kind of fruit 
it is capable of bearing. Transcendentalism, 
Pourierism,Comeouterism, Opposition to Cap- 
ital Punishment, and to Law, are, to say the 
least, clusters of that tree which its soil nur- 
tures,—clusters which, to those who eat them, 
are as the grapes of Sodom.

popular outcry against what the world and 
irreligion are pleased to call bigotry or un- 
charitableness,—words of spectre horror in 
many ears! Then there are winning and 
gentle persuasives, that say, ‘Come with us 
in the broad way, and eschew that strait and 


narrow way, to enter which you are taught |- 


to strive and to agonize, and which alone is 
said to lead ,to eternal life.’ There are, in a 
word, a thousand influences afloat and at 
work, to make error popular and truth un- 
popular. 

The consequence is, multitudes are be- 
guiled in their principles and their sympa- 
thies. These are schooled to run in differ- 
ent channels from those of former years. 
Scepticism, under some form or other, is in- 
vested with charms. The young, especially, 
untaught and unrestrained, are drawn away 
from Bible religion. They are ]red, they 
may hardly know how, to renounce the ways 
in which their fathers walked. Perhaps it 
was a sermon against the inspiration of the 
Scriptures, or a lecture against capital pun- 
ishment, or a harangue against the ministry 
and the church, or the reading of poisonous 
publications, or a connection with specious 
or covert associations, that first set their feet 
in a wrong path, and which at- length have 
made them fond of ‘ a way that seemeth right 
unto a man, but the end whereof are the 
ways of death.’ 

Error is never more to be feared than when 
clad in the vestments of religion. People 
read and hear not the doctrines, as they 
think, of infidelity. That were too horrid 
and grossa name. It is Socialism, a name 
sweet and softened, or it is transcendental 
philosophy, or it is liberal religion! 

When we see the number of young men, 
by the many appliances of false doctrine by 
which they are beset, drawn away by degrees 
into a scepticism to which the heart is natu- 
rally inclined, it is time for all who love ‘ our 
Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity,’ and ‘the 
faith once delivered,’ to rouse themselves. 
It is time to look around, to scan the strong 
holds of unbelief, and to anoint anew the vis- 
ion of the soul, that we may see these refuges 
of unbelief freed from their destructive dis- 
guises, It is time to scatter broadcast the 
seed of pure evangelical truth, and to nurture 
it in tears, and faith, and prayer. 





Glorious News from Delaware. 


The New York Tribune, of the 23d ult., 
says ‘it affords us the highest pleasure to 
state that on Friday last the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Delaware passed the Act for the 
Gradual Abolition of Slavery in that State, by 
a vote of 12 ‘yeas to8 nays, The bill must 
now go to the Senate, where we hope it will 
pass by an equally decided majority, though 
we are not’ informed as to the sentiments of 
that body respecting it. Little Delaware will 
be warmly received into the sisterhood of Free 
States, if her Legislature shall have the cour 


age to relieve her of the incabus that has so

and we shall expect'to see her example fol- 
lowed ere long by Maryland, Virginia and 
Kentucky. 

The Legislature of Delaware has also pass- 
ed a law to enable the people of each county 
to decide, by ballot, whether intoxicating li- 
quors shall be sold within their limits.’ 

To whatever other causes the advance of 
Freedom as*above chronicled, is ascribable, 
we must think that the fidelity of its friends 
had no small share in the result. Rev. Mr. 
Rhees, of Wilmington, a leading pastor in 
the State, and one of the most estimable men 
of the Baptist denomination, has been firm and 
outspoken in assuming and maintaining Anti 
Slavery ground. He has been not less de- 
voted in the cause of humanity than those 
who breathe the freer air of New England. 
Calmly, judiciously, but yet decisively and 
aggressively, he and others have gone for- 
ward, and the fruit of their faithfulness is 
proving glorious. Such an example is an 
inspiring incentive to all the lovers of human- 
ity and friends of righteousness. From it a 
voice loudly echoes, ‘ Be steadfast and un- 
movable, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord; Forasmuch as ye know that your 
labor is not in vain in the Lord.’

Since the above was in type, we have the follow- 
ing account of the engagement between the Mis- 
souri volunteers and the Mexicans, in another 
part of the country:— 


‘The engagement at Fl Passo del Norte took 
place on Christmas day. The Mexicans had a force 
of 1000, of which 480 were regulars, commanded 
by Vidal, and the Americans 400. Before the com- 
mencement of the engagement, the Americans de- 
manded a parley, which was refused, and the fight 
immediately commenced. At the commencement, 
about half the Mexicans were thrown into disorder, 
and took to flight. The loss on either side was not 
known, or i8 not stated; but the Americans would 
appear to have had a much easier victory than pre- 
vious accounts had led us to suppose. They took 
a howitzer and three other pieces. On the 27th, 
the Americans took possession of Fl Passo with 
600 cavalry and 400 iccare setellion to the Mex- 
ican account. There is no mention of their having 
advanced upon the city of Chihuahua.’

If such are the features of the bill, it is not 
strange that there should have been an earnest 
remonstrance against its passage. As a ‘sign of 
the times,’ notwithstanding, this movement in the 
response with which it has already met, is a gratify-

Destitution ry IreLAND.—From a communica- 
tion lately made by an. intelligent merchant to the 
Evening Traveller, we learn some striking facts re- 
specting the foreign grain market, particularly in 
reference to Ireland :— 

‘ During previous years, the importation of grain 
into England from Ireland, has been upwards of 3,- 
000,000 quarters; but this year, Ireland will need 
from England 3,000,000 quarters; making a differ- 
ence to England of 6,000,000 quarters. He says, 
there is no question that 4,000,000 of Par in 
Treland are in starving circumstances; and though 
small contributions will do good, yet, the amount of 
relief which is necessary to meet the exigencies of 
the case, is almost beyond calculation. Allowing 
these 4,000,000 a pound of flour or Indian meal a 
day, it will require about 200,000 tons a day, or 
nearly 1,000,000 bushels a week ; and at the same 
rate, if the supply must be kept up till after the har- 
vest, as it doubtless must be, (six months) it will 
reqttire 26,000,000 bushels of grain. Theenty-six 
millions of bushels! It is perfectly terrific to think 
of such destitution.’

Fourth Agricultural Meeting 
At the State House, February 9. 
FRUIT TREES. 


Hon. Wm. B. Calhoun, President, in the 
Chair. Subject—‘ Fruit Trees,” continued. 
M. H. C. Meriam of Tewksbury, gave an 
account of managing fruit trees, as practised 
some years ago by Hon. John Welles, and 
reported to the Mass. Ag. Society. The land 
was wet; he dug large holes and filled par- 
tially with small stones, then put among and 
on them scrapings from the streets ; trees thus 
managed flourished far better than those set 
in the usual way. Mr. M. remarked that 
uinces were easily propagated and raised, 
though much neglected, as well as grapes. 
Mr. Cole of-the Cultivator, was asked if 
fruit trees were not more liable to be injured 
by frost on low lands ; to which he replied that 
such lands being frosty, trees would suffer 


more in such situations, but when he the other- 


evening recommended setting trees on wet 
land, he did not refer to low land ; elevated or 
hilly lands should be preferred. He had known 
trees grow remarkably well for many years 
and produce fine fruit of a high spicy flavor, 
when cold springs were only a few rods above 
and tbe water constantly ran down around the 
trees. In regard to certain varieties bearing 
most in even or odd years, he was the first 
that ever published anything on the subject; 
and not till he had considered it well. He 
should endeavor to defend the position he had 
taken. The natural fruit generally in New 
England, or as far as his observation extended 
bore mostly in even years, when the seasons 
were equally favorable, and this was the case 
with most grafted kinds, for instance the Bald- 
win, Greening, Hubbardston Nonsuch, Jew- 
ett’s Fine Red, Cranberry, &c. ‘ Some Bald- 
win trees, even whole orchards bear in odd 
years. Ten thousand trees may be found in 


this State that bear in odd years, but 50,000 | 


that bear in even years. This is an impor- 
tant subject that may be turned to advantage. 

Mr. Buckminster of the Ploaghman, said 
that he could see no reason why trees should 
bear more in even than in odd years. Some- 
times from frost or other unfavorable circum- 
stances, the crop was cut off in the bearing 
year, and then the trees would bear the next 
year; in this way the bearing year was re- 
versed. His orchard bears most in odd years; 
and this was the case with many orchards in 
Sherburne. 

Hon. Mr. Foote, from Williamstown, said 
that he was giving particular attention to 
raising fruit, and he found great obstacles, 
not of climate or soil, but from the Babel- 
confusion about names, and the qualities of 
different varieties, as a ared in nursery 
catalogues and pomological manuals. One 
author marks a fruit as an outcast, and an- 
other recommends it as first rate. He went 
into an estimate of the value of apples in 
Massachusetts, if all of good qualities, and 
then showed by his estimate, a loss of some 
millions annually, for want of the best varie- 
ties.

Rev. Mr. Sanger of Dover, recommended 
instead of staking trees to keep them firm, to 
litter around them, and lay, stones on the lit- 
ter, and this would keep the land moist and 
loose. ° 

Mr. Buckminster was very opposed to sup- 
porting trees by stakes, as one forkful of old 
hay to each tree, and a few stones, would 
support them, keep the land light and moist, 
and prevent the grass and weeds from grow- 


ing. 

Mr. Cole said but few experiments had been 
made on apricots. Some trees did remarka- 
bly well. 

Mr. E. K. Whitaker of Needham, inquired 
whether those trees were in exposed situations, 
His had failed in such locations; to which Mr. 
C. replied that they were in exposed situa- 
tions, and in moist soil. Mr. W. said that 
swamp mud was an excellent manure for fruit 
trees on dry soils. 

The resolution of Mr. Foote was then taken 
up, and Hon. Mr. Denny of Westborough, 
moved that a committee be chosen to consider 
the subject and report at the next meeting, 
which motion prevailed, and Mr, Denny, Rev. 
Mr. Sanger and Mr. Whitaker were appoint- 
ed a committee.
